‘CANADIANS WANT REPRESENTATION. 


The Federationist Leader Introduces a Res- 
olugion in the Dominion Parliament. 

Ortawa, Ont., March 13.—In the Senate to- 
day Senator Boulton’ moved his resolution 
favoring Canadian representation in the 
Imperial Parliament, such representatives 
to be nominated by the Federal and Pro- 
vincial Governments of Canada. In support 
of the resolution Senator Boulton advanced 
the arguments-used by the Imperial Federa- 
tionists, contending that Canada’s present 
position ‘could not forever be maintained. 
There must be, he asserted, closer relations 
witn Great Britain or an alliance with the 
American Republic. 

Senator Abbott, replymeg for the Govern- 
ment, pointed out the impracticability of the 
federation movement in any of the forms yet 
suggested. While he would not say that he 
was either in favor of or opposed to imperial 
federation, he had yet to learn of any practi- 
cable scheme by which it might be carried to 
a successfu).issue.

CARELESSNESS IN HANDLING BONDS, 


Remarkable State of Affairs Disclosed by 
St. Louis’ City Auditor, 


Sar Lovts, “Mo:; Murctr 1%. — [Special |—City 


Auditor Joseph Brown has disclosed a re- 
markabie condition of affairs relating to the 
purchase, care, and cancellation of the 
municipal bonds redeemed by the city. It is 
a tact that for nearly ten years bonds amount- 
ing to thousands of dollars redeemed by the 
city have never been canceled, and have been 
lymmg about in old boxes, liable to be stolen 
and sold to innocent parties, thus compelling 
the city to purchase them a second time. 
Furthermore, nearly a million and a half of 
bonds, after cancellation, have been dumped 
into old boxes and trunks, instead of being 
filed in their proper books of record, con- 
venient for reference. Still further, many 
more of the redeemed bonds have been put 
in the books without cancellation, from which 
they, also, might have been removed and 
sold. The irregularities date back ten years. 
It is the duty of the Finance Committee of 
the Council to cancel all bonds as they are 
purchased by the city. This has not been 
done. 


GREAT REJOICING IN OKLAHOMA, 


Residents Jubilant Over the Passage of the 
Territorial Government SBiil. 

Gururiz, L T., March 13.—The news of the 
passage of the Oklahoma bill by the House 
was received here tonight with demonstra- 
tions of rejoicing.

[LOOKING 1 TO THE COUNCIL. 


THE SUBURBS HOLD THE CITY RE- 
SPONSIBLE FOR-SLOW TIME. 


A Mass-Meeting Deciares the Railroads 
Less to me than the Aldermen, and 
Insists the City Fathers shall Take 
Immediate Action Looking to Fast Time 
and the Protection of Life at the Cross- 


ings. 

The protest of the people of the suburbs 
against the running of trains at the reauced 
rate of speed was turned from the railroads 
‘toward the City-Haill yesterday afternoon by 
@ meeting in Farwell Hall. Fifteen hundred 
good men from Hyde Park, Lake, Evanston, 
and Cicero, and some hundreds who Jive in 
town and own iots in those suburbs, passed 
resolutions and made speeches against we 
unpopular ordinance. . 

“If this doesn’t bring the Council to time,” 
said E..A. Cummings, “‘a battery of Gatling 
guns wouldn’t.” 

R. ©. Givins called the meeting to order at 
1 o’clock, when the chairs were filled and a 
great many “commuters” were -standing. 
Mr. Givins said: 

At the solicitation of a great many suburban 
residents I called this meeting. An ordinance was 
ado y the City Council some twelve or thir- 
teen years ago regulating the speed of trains in- 
side the city limits to not ovér ten miles an hour. 
This ordinance has always been disregarded by 
the various railroads, and they never concluded 
to obey it until they found by experience in court 
that every damage case brought against them for 
accidents and loss of life resulted in a large 
judgment being entered up against them, irre- 
spective of the question whether the person in- 
jured or killed was a trespasser on their right of 
Way or not, 

The railroads have had no standing in court by 
reason of this Sct, therefore the railroad compa- 
nies are not altogether to blame for complying 
with this ordinance. Bust see how its adopwon 
effects all the people who live along the line of 
these roads! It 1s proving a great damage to 
their business, and will, if keptup, depreciate 
the value ef the property in all the suburbs thus 
affected to a deplorable degree. It will prove as 
great @ disaster to the interests of Chicdgo as 
any terrible calamity that has ever taken place 
in any large city. 

I have. received several letters from suburban 
citizens as to the effect it is having upon 
their business. It is to be hoped that 
nothing will be proposed here today not 
consistent’ with fairness to the rail 
companies and proper protection to e 
rights of the citizens. There seems to be a dis- 
position on the part of the railroad companies 
that if this ordinance is repealed they. will giadly 
comply immediately with any requests made by 
the City Council for the protection of life, and 
many of them have requested me to state here 
that they do not propose to stand in the way of 

an immediate settlement if this ordinance, which 
is arbitrary to them, is repealed. 

There seems to be no reason in this age of prog- 
réss why this enterprising city should be 
. afflicted by an ordinance compelling trains to run 
no faster than old stage coaches of fifty years 
ago. Such a proposition waslur upon all that 
is great and glorious in our history. If the Coun- 
cil has been negiigent in not ordering the proper 
protection along the lines of these roads over 
200,000 people certainly ought not be made spffer 
for their negligence, and it 1s to be hoped that 
this meeting today will resultin the adoption of 
a resolution that will be fair to all, and will be 
passed by the Council next Monday night. 

JUDGE PRENDERGAST’S REMARKS. 

' Mr. Givins nominated W. H. Wood of Oak 


and the meeting made George W. Murray of 
Morgan Park Secretary. 

E. A. Cummings offered a set of resadlu- 
tions, which were.later. 
ed, and after some talk about them Judge 
Prendergast, who was sitting in a front seat, 
was called up to the stage to say something. 
The Judge said he didy’t live in the suburbs 
and seldom went out to them except about 
elecuwon time, but he was interested in them 
and in the people who inhabited them. The 
courts had a heavy interest in the question 
because it affected the summenuing of wit- 
nesses in important cases. 6 whole sys- 
tem of running trains should bé changed. 
Speed was to be desired, and he had no doubt 
that statistics woula show that more acci- 
dents resulted from the slow running of 
trains than from repid time; but he believed 
that protection should be: furnished at the 
crossings Which would minimize the danger. 
This would also more sharply than the pres- 
ent state of things defines it define the dif- 
ference between an innocent sufferer and an 
interloper. 

* But,” the Judge said, “if the companies 
continue to run slow trains we Drainage 
Commissioners, when we once get to work, 
will undertake to earry passengers from the 
suburbs in canaiboats through the canal.” 

Carter H. Harrison was the next speaker, 
He said: 

When I was Mayor and some tramp or loafer 
attempted to steal a ride in a freight-train and 
got knocked in the head 200 or 300 Miss Nancys 
and oid maids sat down and wrote letters to the 
papers calling the railroads juurderers and de- 
manding that the Council compel them to run 
on slower time. The fact is that nine times out 
of ten the victims were trespassers on the tracks, 
With proper croasing guards—not wornout old 
men who can’t see or hear—every man on the 
tracks. when the gates,were Gown would be 
known to be a trespasser, Jam not in favor of 
elevating the tracks asa final solution of the 
problem. A depression would be much better. 
Cheap viaducts could then be built and there 
would be no heavy land damages. I feel gure 


zens in securing this reform, They always miake 
money by reforms that are really beneficial to 
‘the city. I am a friend to the railroads, but I 
say to them: “Act like men, like bold, broaa- 
gauge men, and you will profit.” 

THE RESOLUTIONS. 


Mr. Harrison’s speech was heartily ap- 
plaudea. At the conclision of it Mr. Cum- 
mings’ resoiutions were brought up again 
and after a good deal of taik and amend- 
ments and cutting out and putting back 
again they went through in this shape: 

WHEREAS, Most of the great railroad corpora- 
tions controlling lines .entering the City of 
Chicago have adopted 6 slow-time schedule in 
conformity with the presant city ordinance, and

BURNING OF ALAN DMARK 


‘TRE KANE COUNTY COURT-HOUSE aT 
GENEVA TOTALLY DESTROYED, 


Sheriff Kelly’s Wife and Six Children and 
Righteen Prisoners in the Jail Rescued 
~The Citizens Helpless from Lack of 
Vire Apparatus—The Fate of the County 

* Records, the Treasurer’s Cash, and the 
Library in the Vaults Still in Doubt. 


_ Geneva, Ill, March 18.—[Special.]—The 
most disastrous of a long series of fires in 
this city and vicinity occurred tonight in the 
burning of the Kane County Court-House. 
The alarm brought out nearly évery man, 
woman, and cliid in the city. An imtense ex- 
citementeprevailed from the fact that heavy 
loss of life was probable, as the Sheriff and 
his family live in the building and 
the jail mm the basement was full of 
prisoners. There is no fire department 
and the crowd that thronged the squure sur- 
rounding the building was obliged to stand 
helpless and let the building be consumed be- 
fore their eyes. Tne court-house was doomed 
from the first, and it was only by heroic 
efforts-that the flames were prevented from 
spreading to other buildings, the ° flying 
cinders carrying the fire to the belfry of the 
Unitarian Church and to other buildings. 

LIVELY WORK FOR THE SHERISF. 

The tire Was discovered at 10:30 by Sheriff 
John Kelly, who, with his wife and six chil- 
dren, lives on the second floor. He smelied 
smoke, and, entering the office of the Couaty 
Clerk on the same floor, found the woodwork 
all ablaze in the vicinity. of a steam coil. 
He gave the alarm and then. turned his at- 
tention to getting his family eut of the build- 
ing. This was accomplisbed in safety. By 
thistime the crowd had begun toarnve. 
City Marshal, William Stockton and 
Ald, Barftiett were among the first on 


the scene, and, calling them and others 


to his assistance, the Sheriff went to the jail 
and released the prisonens, eighteen in num- 
ber, including one woman, from their cells.

E. Fowler Out of Over $1,300, 

C. E. Fowler, a commission merchant at 
the corner ot Lake street and Wabash ave- 
nue, is mourning the loss of $1,340. His for- 
mer partner, C. J. Godfrey, is aiso missing. 
E. T, Russell & Co. of Boston, dealersin 
sardines and other delicacies, have for 
some time forwarded goods to Fowler 
& Ce, to be sold on commission. 
When the goods were sold and delivered the 
Boston firm collected the money direct from 
the purchasers. Last August Godfrey be- 
gan the sale of goods for cash without the 
knowledge of Mr. Fowler. He sold to small 
firms at a distance from the commission of- 
fice and the goods were delivered by a dray- 
man. The firm had a large quantity of 
goods stored and the loss was not noticed. 
Godfrey continued this practice for several 
months and gambled the money away.

Chairman Faithorn Says That Rates on. 
_ Coram from the West Have Been Greatly 

Redaced Within Five Xears—Chairman . 

Walker Says the Reduction Has Low- 

ered the Price of the Grain-—An Ex~ 

haustive Statement by the Latter. 

Inter-State Commerce Commissioners Mor- 

rison ana Veazey continued their investiga- 

tion yesterday. J. N. Faithorn, Chairman of 

the Wisere and Northwestern Divisions of 
the Western Freight Association, was inter- 
rogated at considerable length by Col. Mor- 
rison. No railroad man in Chicago is per- 
haps better able to tell why it costs about 
one-third as much to ship corn from Mirne- 
apolis (400 miles) to Chacago as from the Mis- 
souri River (500 miles) to Chicago, but 
that point was barely touched upon in his 
examination. Mr. Morrison is of the opinion 
that the investigation pertains only to 
the alleged excessive rates charged 
on food products, particularly corn, shipped 
from Western points to Eastern markets, 
and he questioned the witness in accordance 
with that opinion. 

Chairman Faithorn declared positively that 
the present rates from Nebraska and Kansas 
were not excessive, but on the contrary m@- 
terially lower than tne rates charged five 
years ago. He said the through rates had 
been reduced in the last five years 25 or 30 
per cevt un corp and about as much on wheat. 
In the through rates from interior points in 
Kansas and Nebraska even a greater reduc- 
tion had been made. On freight going west 
from Chicago*to Missouri Kiver points and 
beyona the rates had been reduced in the 
tive years about 33}, per cent. 

Mr. Faitborn could not tell whether oper- 
ating expenses had been reduced in those 
years. He denied that the Omaha and Ne- 
braska men were right in claiming that it 
costs more to ship corn now than it did before 
the Inter-State law went into effect. When 
the rates were lower than they are now they 
were irregular and the resuit of some cut or 
rebate. Oniy during rate wars lower rates 
were made and they were of short duraton. 
Whenever such reductions were made the 
price was lowered correspondingly. He said 
he considered the present rate on corn, 20 
cents from Chicago to New York, an abnor- 
mai rate. Even if it were a fair rate an equal 
rate from the Mu.ssouri River to Chicago 
would not be too high as the freight had to 
be picked up along the line. 

HE RATE. MINNBAPOLIS TO CHICAGO, 

The fact was brought out that the rate by 
way of Minneapolis to Chicago from Mis- 
souri River points was equal to the rate by 
way of Dubugue, St. Louis, or any other 

- Mississippi River point. , 

“ Now, bow does it come,” asked Col. Mor- 
rison, * that it costs only 74¢ cents to send 
corn from Minveapolis to Chicago!” 

“That is not a reguiar local rate,” an- 
swered Mr. Faithorn. ‘‘These Omaha men 

‘who want lower rates because the rate 
from Minneapolis is lower do not stop to 
think that the congitions are different. 
The rate from Minneapolis to Chicago is 6és- 
sentially a through rate, and is figured on 
the basis of shipments from Dakota points 
by way of Minneapolis to Chicago.

anything Which might be considered of use to 
the inhabitants of Kansas and Nebraska, and 
would also largely increase the area from which 
the already overstocked market would be im- 
mediately still further supplied.

There were some sections of these States, 
notably in the far western part of Nebraska and 
in the western and southwestern portions of 
Kansas, where the reduction was iarger than 
before stated by reason ofthe 25-cent maximum 
rate fixed in the resolution, in which the. reduc- 
tion in the price bas not equaled the reduction 
in the tariff. This territory, however, is rela- 
tively small, and the benefit to the farmers in 
such limited locality is the only useful result 
which has been reached from the iarge loss as- 
sumed by the carriera. It was and is the opinion 
of experts that a larger reduction woulda be fol- 
lowed by a like result. 

In my judgment, under the conditions of the 
present winter, the question of price obtainable 
for the food products of Kansas and Nebraska 
has no relation whatever to the rates of 
transportation charged thereon. So long as the 
supply largely exceeds the demand and the 
effort to sell is persistent, the price will remain 
in the hands of buyers and the 
consumers only -will be benefited by re- 
duc in tariff rates. If the 
state of the market were different, conditions 
might exist in which reductions in the transpor- 
tation charge would benefit the producers of the 
grain. So long as the pressure to sell continues 
and the market is weak any attempt to regulate 
the tariffs tor the advantage of the producer will 
necessarily result in failure. 


THEY PAY THE PENALTY. | 


Four of the Wisconsin Lynchers Sentenced 
for Life. 

Wuirenatt, Wis., March 13.—[Special.]— 
The hand of the law of the State of Wiscon- 
sit today avenged the murder of Hans Jacob 
Olson and four prisoners await in the county 
jail the sentence to life imprisonmentin the 
State penitentiary. Three thousand doilars 
flowed into the coffers of the State from the 
tines of the thirty-one rioters who attended 
Olson’s lynching. 

The deep excitement of the whole public 
and the fears of numerous families of Pres- 
ton are relieved by the close of the lynchers’ 
trial. Itis the sentiment of the jury and 
the public that justice has got herdues. At 
the opening of court this morning E. Q. Nye 
of Milwaukee made a-piea of one hour to the 
jury, appearing in defense particularly of 
Sletto. He said the State, to prove the pris- 
oners guilty of the crime with which they 
were charged, must. show beyond a reasona- 
bie doubt that the defendants took the life 
of the deceased from premeditated design 
and with malice aforethought. He desired 
the jury to consider the previous good char- 
acter of the defendants. 

E. ©. Higbee for the State made the clos- 
ine argument on the part of the State. 
Judge Newman then charged the jury, stat- 
img the law as applied to the case, 
Those who encouraged the act were also 
equally guilty. The defendants, Bertha 
Oison and Ole J. Hanson, were as guiity as 
those who actually took the life of the de- 
ceased if it was understood by them that 
such was the intention of those persons. 

It was’ 11:30 a. m. when the case went to 
the jury. At the afternoon session of the 
court the thirty rioters in the case were ar- 
raigned in a body and heard information of 
the State read by the District Attorney. 

They were victums of peculiar and grave 
circumstances. ihey entered a plea of 
guilty.

No meeting was called for to- 
day because Mr. Belden was in New York, 
and it was desired to have every member 
present if possibie.

TEAT OF THE'‘BILL 

The text of the bill now reads: 

A BILL to provide for celebrating the four bun- 
dredth anniversary of the discovery of America 
by Christopher Columbus by ‘holding an Internva- 
tional Exhibition of Arts, Industries, Manufact- 
vres, and the Products of the Soil Mine, and 
Sea in the City of Chicago, in sthe State of Lili- 
nois. 

WHeERrzgAS, It is fit and appropriate that the 
four hnndredth anniversary of the discovery of 
America be commemorated by an exhibiuon of 
the resources of the United States of America, 
their development, and of the progress of civili- 
zation in the New World; and 

WHERBAS, Such an exhibition should be of a 
National end international character, so that 
not only the people of our Union and this Conti- 
nent, but those of all nations as well, can par- 
ticipate, and should therefore have the sanction 
of the Congress of the United States; there- 


fore, 

Sec. 1, Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States’ of 
America in Oongress assembled, That an Ex- 
bibition of arts, industries, manufactures, and 
products of the “., mine, and sea shall be in- 
augurated in the City of Chicago and State of 
Tlitnois in the year 1892 as héreinafter provided. 

.2. Thata commission, to consist of two 
Commissioners from each State and from each 
Territory of the United States and from the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and eight Commissioners-at- 
anes hereby constituted to be designated as 
tb orld’s Columbiana Exposition. 

Sec. 3. That said Commissioners, two from 
each State and each Territory, shall be appoint- 
ed within. thirty days from thé passage of this act 
by sident of the United -States on 
the nomination of the Governors of the 
States -and Territories respectively, and by 
the President eight Commissioners at large 
and two from the District of Columbia, and in 
such nominstion and appointment each of the

Sec. 10. That all articles which shall be im- 
ported from foreign countries for the sole pur- 
pose of exhibition at said Exposition upon which 
there shall be a tariff or custom duty, shall be 
admitted, free of payment of duty. customs fees, 
or charges, under such regulations as the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury shall prescribe; but it shall 
be lawful at any time during the Exhibition tosell 
and deliver any goods or rig ved, hn epi for and 
actually on exhibition in the Exposition Buili- 
ings or on its grounds, subject to such regula- 
tions for the security of the revenue and for the 
collectiot of the import duties as the Secretary

That the United States shall not in any 
manner, nor underapny circumstances, be liable 
for any of the acts, doings, proceedings, or repre- 
sentations of the said corporation. its officers, 
agents, servants, or employés, or any of them, or 
tor the service; salaries, labor, or wages of said 
officers, agents, servants, or employés, or any of 
them, or obligations of any kind issved by said 
corporation, or for any debts, liabilities, or ex- 
penses of any kind whatever attending such cor 
poration or accruing by reason of the same. 

Sec, 15. That Congress may at any time alter, 
amend, or repeal this act asin its Bp the 
public good shall require; provided, that. noth- 
ing in this act contained shall be construed to re- 
quire the Governor of any State to appoint the 
Commissioners provided for in Sec. 2; nor shall 
said Commissioners, or any of them, incur any 
liability for their failure or refusal to. accept 
such position or perform the duties thereof.

Sec, 16. That there shall be exhibited at said 
Exposition by the Government of the United 
States from its executive departments, the 
Smithsonian Institution, the. United States Fish 
Commission, and the Na@onal Museum such ar- 
ticles and materials.as illustrate tne function 
and administrative facility of the Government 
in time of peace and its resources as a war

4 POINT IN WACHSMUTR’sS FAVOR. 


Alleged Mistakes of Miss Paul’s Counsel 
in the Breach-of-Promise Case. 

Tne suit of Miss Jennie M. Paul against 

Louis C. Wachsmuth for $100,000 for breach 

of promise of marriage is furnishing a sub- 


ject for controversy among the lawyers. The 


action of Miss Paul’s attorneys in bringing 
the suit in the United States Circuit Court 
instead of in a State court was at first stated 
to be based upon the fact that she was not a 
resident of this State but of the Disérict of 
Columbia. } 

If that were so the plaintiff would not be 
eniitled to sue in the Federal Court, it being 
the law that to sue there the plaintiff must 
be a citizen of a State and not ot a Territory 
or District. An attorney yesterday re- 
ferrea to Destey on “Federal Procedure ” 
and Danforth’s “United States Supreme 
Court Digest.” In the former it is said *to 
have the right to sue in the United States 
Circuit Court a party must be a citizen of 
some State; so a citizen of a Territory cannot 
institute an action in the Circuit Court of 
the United States, although he be joined with 
the citizen of a State; so a citizen of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia cannot maintain an action 
in the Circuit Court.” 

Danforth says: “A citizen of the District 
of Columbia- cannot bea ty to a suit in 
the’ Federai Courts when jurisdiction de- 
pense on citizenship of the parties.” Both 

oks cite authorities confirming the doc- 
trine. 

It is asserted, therefore, that if Miss Paul 
claims Washington as her home, Mr. Wachs- 
muth will ‘have ittie difficulty, if the case 
ever comes to trial, in defeating her on pure- 
ly jurisdictional grounds. But it turns out 
that counsel for Mises Paul either knew be- 
fore the suit was begun .or learned after it 
was commenced that an insurmountable ob- 
stacle barred her recovery of $100,000,. at 
least in the Federal Court. Mr. Parknurst, 
her principal counsel, said: “ { had one par- 
ticular reason for taking the course I did, 
but I don’t care to disclose it until I can file 
the declaration.” gk

Heframed the Free School 
law and pushed the building of schools, and 
his services later obtained recognition in the 
erection of the famous old West Side school 
—the Scammon. He was the first Inspector 
and President of the Schoo! Board. 

He went into railroad building with ardor. 
He and William B. Ogden took up the com- 
pletion .of the Chicago and Galena Unio 
which had been started in 1836 and drop 
in 1887. Their personal exertions pushed the 
road through and gave the start to the sys- 
tem which is now known as the Northwest- 
ern. He and Mr. Ogden canvassed the whole 
Northern district, making speeches at public 
meetings and personally urging the people 
to subscribe to the road. 

Io 1848, after serving as an Alderman, he 
was nominated for Congress by the Whigs. 
They were badly in the minority hereabouts 
in those days and he was beaten. He did 
not mix much in politics after that ex- 
cept_as a hearty follower of the Whig and 
later of the Republican parties until 1860, ; 
when he was elected to the Legislat- 
ure. There he distinguished himself 
by working for the passage of bills that 
might do something te late the financial 
condition of the State, whieh was unsettied 
at tnat tame. He knocwed out wild-cat cur- 
rency and pushed through bills that tended 
to give a healthier tone to banking institu- 
tions. His activity was directed along this 
line by his election to the Presidency of the 
Chicago Marine and Fire Insurance company, 
which had banking privileges. The institu- 
tion was nearly ruined during his absence in 
Europe during the. war, but when he re- 
turned to Chicago he threw ail his powers to 
its rebuilding and+succeeded by force of 
head-work and the judicious use of money 
in restoring it to the ¢redit it held until it 
went down in the mé ible business crisis 
thirteen or fourteen years later. 

Mr. Scammona was one of the foremost citi- 
zens of the town till the fire. That swept 
nearly all of his property from the face of 
the earth, but he was among the first te re- 
obuild, andin fifteen months, it was said, he 
spent a million dollars in restoring his own 
property and in helping others to restore 
theirs. The load was too heavy for his 
strength. His property tied him up, and 
when the universal panic came he found him- 
self unable to move. ‘Hts fail was disastrous, 
and he bas never recovered the standing in 
the tinancial world which he lost that time. 
His later life has been guiet and uneventful. 
He has been frequently seen upon the streets, 
but the people who knew him in the old days 
are now few in number, and he met not 
many familiar faces ip his walks. e 

Only a small share of the works in which 
he engaged are mentioned in what has been 
written. He founded the first Swedenbor- 
gian church, and helped to found the Chicago 
Academy of Sciences and the Chicago As- 
tronomical Society, and he built the Dear- 
born Observatory and da the salary of its 
director till the fre. He was a trustee of the 
Chicago University for many years. He built 
and gave to the Hahnemann Association 
quarters for the Homeopathic Hospital. He 
started the Chicago Jnter-Ucean, and built the 
first home of that newspaper. He was an 
early stockholder of the Chicago, Buriington 
and Quincy railroad. He helpedto put the 
Mechanics’ Bank upon its feet. In fact, a 
list of the founders of big public and private 
institutions in Chicago from 1840 to 1878 can- 
not be made without using his name twice as 
often as the name of any other man. 


The Late John T. Lester’s Funeral. 

The funeral of the late John T. Lester, the 
millionaire Board of Trade operator, was 
held at 1 o’clock yesterday from the family 
residence, No, 122 Pine street, in the pres- 
ence of over a hundred friends, employés, 
and business associates who were present by 
invitation. The Episcopal service was read 
by the Rey. Dr. W. H. Vibbert, pastor of St. 
James’ Church, of which Mr. Lester had 
been a member, and the hymns “ Nearer, My 
God, to Thee”’ and “Abide with Me” were 
sung by a quartet of iadies and gentlemen 
from the church. The burial was at Grace- 
lana Cemetery, where Dr. Vibbert also of- 
ficiated. 

The remains rested in the east pariors in 
@ handsome casket coveréd with flowers. 
These offerings inciuded a pillow of white 
roses and lilacs from Mr. Lester’s office em- 
ployés ijettered, “Aiways Our Friend”; a 
smaller pillow from his daughters, and a 
large sheaf of calla lilies. The pali-bearers 
were J. J. P. Odeli, President of the Union 
National Bank; E. W. Bangs, a former busi- 
ness partner of Mr. Lester; R. A. Peters, 
George C. Eldridge, James Van {nwagen, C. 
J. Barnes, Henry Norton, and C. D. Hamill. 
Among well-known business-men present 
were:

Tax Committee of One Hundred in Boston, 
which has been conducting the loca) school 
agitation, has drawn upa petition, which it 
will send to all parts of the country for sig- 
natures, praying Congress to submit to the 
people the following amendment to the Na- 
tional Coustitution : . 

No State shall any law cting an es- 
tablisbment of yalixion ‘ot probibi iting the exer- 
cise thereof; norshali any municipal town or 
county organization or any State use or author- 
ize or permit the use ofits property, money, or 
credit or any power of taxation for the purpose 
of founding, supporting, or aiding any church, re- 
ligious denomination, society, school, or other 
institution or undertaking under sectarian de- 
nomination or ecclesiastical control. This article 
shall not have the effectto impair any right of 
property already vested. 

The amendment was drafted by William 
Aljan Butler of New York, and Gov. Long, 
as one of the legal advisers of the commit- 
tee, has passed upon it. The members 
of the committee think it should com- 
mend itse’f to the people because it 
applies to all denominatoss impartially, 
but it is doubtful whether such an 
amendment could be ratified, excellent as are 
the principles it contains. Several of the 
States have embodied the same principles in 
their own Constitutuons and there will be a 
general disposition to resent Federal interpo- 
sition in a matter which each State is capa- 


ble of settling for itself. 


MONSTROUS POLITICAL FRAUD IN OHIO. 
The infamous gerrymander just completed 
by the Democrats in Ohio ought to» arouse 
indignguon throughout the country. Ohio 
bas always been a Republican State on 
National issues, and has only been carried by 
the Democracy occasionally in off years and 
on local questions. In fifteen years the 
Democrats have carried the State. only 
twice. Last fall they elected their candidate 
for Governor on account of the disaffection 
of German Republicans over the Sunday 
“Dry” law and because many former Re- 
publicans, blinded by prohibiton folly and 
fanaticism, were duped into playing into 
the hands of the free liquor party. Yet 
under these adventitious conditions 
Democrats elected only their candidate for 
Governor and had to pull the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor through by throwing out votes cast for 
his Republican opponent. The remainder of 
the Republican ticket was elected by some 
4,000 majority. The utmost that could be 
claimed by the Democrats was that in an 
off year and with local issues prominent 
State was about equally divided. Seizing on 
accidental control of the Legislature they 
have gerrymandered the State for National 
legislation so as to give them jifteen Con- 
gressmen and the Republicans siz, The 
fraud has been so artfully perpetrated that 
unless the Republicans can carry Obio by 
over 30,000 majority they will not be able to 
get more than six or seven Congress men. 
Not content with this infamous fraud the 
Democrats are talking of a proposition to 
give the Legislature power to cast the 
Electoral vote of the State so that, 
although the voters might. give 5U,000 or 100,- 
000 majority for the Republicans in the next 
Presidential election, the Democratic candi- 
date would have the 23 Electoral votes of the 
State if the Legislature elected in 1891 should 
happen to be Democratic. 

The Ohio Democrats stopped at nothing 
which they thought might serve to substj- 
tute fraudulent minority tyranny for major- 
ity rule. A gerrymander more outrageously 
unjust and even criminal in character was 
never made. ‘To make sure that they could 
hold a majority of the seats in Congress, 
even though the State should be heavily Re- 
publican, the Democrats mapped out die 
tricts without regard to geographical or other 
considerations except to destroy as Many 
Republican votes as possible and strangie 
the voice of Republican communities. 
Where it was impossible to do this, 
as in the Western Reserve and in séc- 
tions along the Ohio and Miami Rivers, 
Republican counties were bunched together 
so that they would have excessive, useless 
majoritics and waste their voting strength 
in the air. Thus there isa majority of 6,500 
inthe Second District of Hamilton County, 
6,542 in the Tenth, 7,065 in the Twelfth, 9,101 
in the Nineteenth, and 6,500 in the Twentieth. 
These are the districts in which the Repub- 
licans are to fire in the air. On the other 
hand there isa Democratic majority of 1,000 
—based on the last Presidential election—in 
the First District, 1,800 ditto in the Third, 
1,800 in the Fourth, 1,000 in the Sixth, 1,700 
in the Seventh, 1,300 in the Eighth, 1,600 in 
the Ninth, 1,400 in the Eleventh, 1,000 in the 
Thirteenth, 2,000 in the Fourteenth, 1,800 in 
the Sixteenth, 1,000 in the Seventeenth, ana 
1,100 in the Twenty first. In twelve of these 
districts there is but 16,000 Democratic major- 
ity, whereas the Republican majorities piled 
up in the Twelfth anti Nineteenth are 16,000! 
The average majority in the Republican 
districts is jive times that tn the Democratic. 
Not only were groups of Republican counties 
bunched together, so as ty make their great 
strength nugatory, lines were mapped 
out so as to throw other Republican counties 
in with Democratic counties just strong 
enough to overcome them. Such counties as 
Williams, Fulton, Lucas, Wood, Van Wert,

of some 20,000 Republican majority, are all 
strangled and crushed between Democratic 
counties in fourteen districts. Thus, while 
Democratic ballots are made to count for as 
much as possible, some 40,000 Republican 
votes in strong Republican counties are 
grouped so as to make them valueless, and

Their first objection is that the law 1 un- 
necessary, because while there are some dis- 
tricts where the children are not making 
great progress in English it is because of 
natural: defects which time will remedy. 
They also say that in their parochial schools 
the English language is used as fully as the 
law requires, If the act is unnecessary It 
will speedily drop out of sight, as other un- 
necessary laws have done. 

In the next piace it is “offensive.” 


Are the 50,000 to 60,000 Catholic fathers and 
mothers of families so orant and sttpid that 
they do not know what kind of education their 
children need? Or are they so destitute of love for 
and interest iy their children that they would not 
be willing to provide proper education for them? 
Have they deserved to be treated as persons who 
cannot or will not take care of the interests of 
their children, so that the State has ta step in 
and act a» guardian for them? 


As arule they are not, but sometimes they 
are neglectful of their duty, just as Protest- 
ant parents occasionally are. The State, 
however, takes no heed of religious denomi- 
nations in its legislation. It is passing laws 
to provide that parents shall not force their 
children to grow up iguorant of the language 
of this country shall not deprive their 
boys and girls of elementary schooling so 
they can force them into factories for the 
sake of their wages. The State can stop 
these wrongs. . . 

In the third place the Catholic Bishops say 
the law is unjust. They point out that it re- 
quires the child to attend scme school in the 
district in which it iives, while itis some- 
times the case that there is a parochial school 
which is attended by children from two or 
more districts, This provision, which occurs 
also in the Lilinow law, is wrong and should 


‘be amended. So that the child goes to school 


it does not matter whether it goes in its own 
district or some other, The persons who 
drafted these laws did not mean to injure 
any one. .It was an oversight which should 
be corrected by the next Legislature. 

Then the Bishons draw nearer the vital 
point of the question. They say: 


All the State can demand of parents for the 
common good is that they (lo not prego their chil- 
dren to grow up in such ignorance or to acquire 
such knowledge as woul aoe useless or dan- 
gerous citizens of their children. Now, whereas 
our Catholic parents provide an educawon for 
thelr children which not only not endangers but 
promotes the welfare of the State, their schools 
should not be molested by any interference on 
the part of the State. 

Sec, 6 goes even so far as to leave it to the 
decision or the board whether a school is to be re- 

rded as a school at all wnder this law or not. 

e have, indeed, nothing against the demana 
that reading, oh we arit' metic, and United 
States history be taught in the English language. 
But we ao object to the power granted by this 
provision to school boards to decide whether our 
schools have a right to exist before the law or not. 


Who is to decide whether the children in 
the parochial schools are receiving the kind 
of education which the State deems it neces- 
sary its future citizens should have for its 
and their sakes? Shall the State or some one 
acting for it decide or shall the priest in 
charge of the school? If the latter it is easy 
to tell what the decision ‘will be. The Bishops 
say they are not opposed to instruction in the 
English language in their schools, but they 
object to anyone outside of the church being 
given power to decide whether that instruc- 
tion is honestiy and faithfully given as re- 
quired by the law. There may be, and doubt- 
less are, cases where schoo! directors are not 
the best persons to pass on such a question. 
The Bishops might suggest an amendment 
vesting it in some otiier set of individuals 
less prone to err. | 

But the real reason why the Bishops have 
resorted to the unusual step of issuing a pro- 
nunciamento against a law is, perhaps, given 
here: 


The public schools professedly and exclusively 
give only a secular education. The parochial 
school is established ooh rated to give both a 
secular and a religious edication, and is, in our 
present time and circumstances, the ordinary, 
and, We may say, almost the only means for se- 
curing to Catholic children the mecessary 
religious education, For these reasons the 
church urges all parents to send their children 
to parochial schools, for whosoever is bound to 
the end is also bound to the means. The church 
hereby Goes not violate the.rights of parents ir 
any sense whatever, but simply insists on the 
parents doing their God-given duty. 

So much .to show that the church by no a 
interferes with parental rights by insist 
parents doing their nataral and divine uty, 
whilst the State, through the Bennett law, at- 
tacks these rights by interfering with the paro- 
chial, that is, the parents’ school, 


The Roman Catholic ecclesiastics are every- 
where in this country taking steps to have 
the children of members educated only in 
the sectarian church schools. They are ham- 
pered in doing that in Wisconsin by the Com- 
pulsory Education law, which requfres chuil- 
dren to. attend the public schoois if the paro- 
chial ones do not give elementary instruc- 
tion in English. Ina number of instances 
they have not been doing so. Thisisan as- 
sertion of the right of the State over the 
children who are to become its future citi- 
zens which is unweicome to the Roman 
Catholic clergy. The Roman Catholic Church 
in Wisconsin is mostly German.. Many of 
the teachers in the parochial schools are 
Germans and prefer to use that language. 
Still they would perhaps instruct in English 
in elementary branches if nécessary. What 
they cannot tolerate is that the State shall 
claim the right to decide what its chilaren 
must be taught and whether the parochial 
schools are teaching it. Their position is 
that the will of the Bishops is superior to the 
law, and that the Church 1s above the State, 
and; that itis none of the State’s business 
whether Englisn instruction is given in the 
Church schoois or not.

THE LOTTERY GAMBLERS AGAIN DE- 
FEATED, 

The lottery gamblers in North Dakota, 
headed by ex-Senator Spencer, Alexander 
McKenzie, and ‘other leaders of the gang, 
made another attempt Wednesday to geta 
charter from that State. it is evident they 
reckoned upon a favorable public senti- 
ment and were confident they were deteated 
the last time only because they did not make 
their bribe large enough. Hence the audac- 
ity with which they pushed their scheme. 
They made no attempt at concealment or un- 
derhand work, but resumed their hunt fora 
charter with a brass band. They doubled up 
their bribe to the State, raising it to $150,000, 
and made their offer still more dazziing by 
tendering to the needy farmers threuch the 
Seed Commission, of which they had ob- 
tained control, 250,000 bushels of seed wheat 
without interest, to be returned bushel for 
bushel if the harvest warranted, and if not 
the debt to be canceled. They had evidently 
calculated it was not in human nature to re- 
ject such an offer as this, so much money to 
relieve the financial..necessities of the State 
at large and so much wheatto reliéve the 
personal necessities of the farmers; but the 
result shows they had misjudged public 
sentiment and were not aware that those 
who favored it at first had taken 
the sober second thought and realized the 
damage to the State socially, financially, ahd 
morally which the dottery company would 
inflict. So confident. were they of success 
that they openly boasted a count of 42-to 20 in 
their favor in the Lower House. They 
pushed their iniquitous measure through the 
Senate by 18 to 11, but. they met their Wa- 
terlodin the House, which defeated their 
bill by 84 to 23. 

It is safe to predict this will be the end of 
lottery agitation 1n North Dakota. The only 
hope of the gamblers was to rush their bill 
through the Legislature. They dare not now 
make it an issue and #6. béfore the people 
with it, for they haveevery reason to believe 
the majority of the people would make short 
work of it. There has been no iottery senti- 
mentin North Dakota outside of certain 
weak members of the Legislature and in a 
few ofthe larger cities where real-estate 
speculators attempted to boom it, as under 
the terms of the bili ft would give thema 
chance to dispose of worthiess town lots and 
bad lands as prizes and to make large sums 
of money in the operation. There are 
the best of reasons for belicving the 
whole movement Was engineered by a 
ring wynder cover of the Louisiana com- 
pany, organized for the express purpose not 
only of obtaining - political control: but of 
working off worthless real estate at an im- 
mense profit. The people themselves have 
been indignant fromthe first, and if they 
had had the opportunity would have smashed 
the project to flinders, and those who have 
helped the gamblers may yet hear from 
them. Fortunately a sufficient majority was 
found in the House to give a knockout blow 
to this Democratic gambling institution and 
to save North Daxota from the demoraliza- 
tion in her affairs which would have ensued, 
and from the irretrievable damage which 
would have been done to her good name anda 
reputation had the bill passed. The gam- 
blers will now have to seek some other local- 
ity for their operations.
